TCH THE strongest srgu-
ment that we have seen
for an isthmlan eanpl, from

the =tandpoint of Its ef-
upon  the trangcontinental ralle
roads, whilch hitherto have heen pc-
cusged of opposing the canal project,
appenrs In the July issue of the Engl-
neering Magazine, from the pen of 8.
A, Thompson.

Alr. Thompson noles that the frst
Iocks ut St Mary's falls, the connect-
Ing lnk between the great lnkes, were
opensd In 1865, In which year the rege
Istered tonnage was 106290 tons, The
Balf=mliton mark wasg reached In 1873,
In 1851, exavtly eo-lncldent with the
openlng of o new and anuch  larger
lock, the Northwest began to grow by
leaps and bounds ond the tonnage of

1858 to 0,000,000 in 1500 and to 16,000,000

two more enorimous locks have heen in
